"Тыа tcene had a peculiar iofivence over Saul. 
Thé Philistines, dressed in the richest costume, 
and accompanied with music, really presented an 
imposing appearance, and the effect was peculiar 
on tbe sensitive nervous system of Baul. In 
those дауа, nearly all ‘the propbecies uttered by 
Lhe sers or mediums, were made under the in- 
spiring influence of music, or some scene that 
brought their system io в condition that rendered 
it susceptible to spirit irfluence.

The 
mind directed to» closely toward the action of & 
spirit circle when developiog a medium, has a 
tendency t> disturb the forces which tbey con 
trol, and consequently prevents them from ас. 
complisbing what they most desire, In the case 
of Saul, he heard the music of the Philistines, 
and certain ecstatic emotions were caused that 
гепде:ей a lt control ему. Ecstacy, caused by 
music, J y, shouting of ojhers, places the system 
many tims in a pecullàr negative, and conse- 
quently, susceptible conditio, rendering spirit- 
control easy. Laughing gar, hashisb, opium, 
aod many other drugs will caus» temporary ec- 
static emotions, rendering the system highly 
susceptio'e to spirit influence. We would not 
recommend any one, however, to try this meth- 
od in order to induce mediumistic qualities, tor 
they are generally attended with disastrous con- 
a:quences. 

We have known spirita to assume control of a 
person for the first time when uoder the lofiu. 
ence of laughing gas Indeed, nearly. every 
phase of mediamship in ancient times was io- 
duced by a peculiar gas oozing from the earth. 
Especially was this true of the ancient Chal- 
deans, who resided in a mountainous country, 
where, from fissures іа the rocks, a gas, much 
more gross, but in its nature somewhat resem- 
bling the maguetimn of the human system, 
would ooze forth. The ancient temple st Del. 
phos was erccted over a fissure in а rock, from
